Escare or A Wiure FzemaLe Convier IN
MaLE ATTIRE.~About 1 o’clock yesterday
morning Jennie Beattie alias Irish Jennie,
a white woman, who was sent to the peni-
tentiary from Norfolk to sexve out a term of
seven years for murder in the second degree,
made gond her escape. Owing to the crowd-
ed condition of the buildings of the peniten-
tiary proper, the female convicts have to be
kept in two frame houses outside the prison
walls, These houses were not constructerd
for the purposes to wineh they are now ap-
plied, and their windows are barred only by
narrow strips of plank nuiled to the window-
frames. An ordinary close fenee, sixteen or
seventeen feet bigh, surrounds the houses,
and gives what little security there is to this
department,

Jeanie came to the institution in 1870,
having deliberately killed a womun in Nor-
folk Ly shooting her with a pistol.  On ae-
count of ber quarrelsome temper she was
confined iv acell to herself, and, as it now
turns out, occapied her spare moments io
making a suit of male attire out of ber bed-
blankets, This she put on in place of her
striped garments, and with an old hinge
casily prized one of the wooden bars from her
window, whiclh was on the second floor.
Then tying a hed-guilt to auntber bar, she
without tronble let herselt out and lowered
hersell into the yard.,

The guard on duty at Lhat hour was out
of sight of her movements, and she went to
a cotner of the fence, where she was shel-
tered from observation when he made his
rounds, aod with a trowel made ap exeava-
tion under the fence large enough to adwmit
her body, Through this hole sbe crawled
from the yard directly into Belvidere street.
A gentleman who lives in that immediate
neighborhood is confident he heard the
sound of carriage wheels on that street
about the time the eseape was made. It is
conjectured, therefore, that Jennie had some
gullant knight awaiting her arrival outside,
and that he bad a carringe or some other
vehicle rendy to transport her to a place of
safety. She is quite good-lookivg, is now
about twenty-two vears of age, aud bad
served out folir years of her term of sen-
tence when she o0 unceremoniously and un-
graciously took leave of Superintendent
Strother and hLis assistants,

In November, 1872, Mr, William E. Tan-
ner, then president of the Board ot Direc-
tors of the Penitentiary, in a report ad-
dressed to Governor Walker, called his at-
teotion to the zondition of the female de-
partment, and recomwended that a new
brick building be erected for * the additional
seeurity of these prisoners aguinst escupe
and fire® The report was transmitted by
the Governor to the General Assembly, but
was never acted upon favorahly,

A Frase Movement oN THE PoLicE—
Since the police authorities interdicted boys
buthing in the canal within the corporate
limits the rising generution resident in tbe
suutheru portion of the city have felf much
aggrieved, and they bave more thin once
taken counsel togetber us to the situation.
They bave now decided how to act. They
will not be deprived of the privilege of
bathing in the canal, bul they will make
their amusement unobjecticuable to the pub-
lic by donning batbing suits, Yesterday
evening two of these enterprising youtbs, in
extemporized bathing costumes, made their
appearance in the canal between Seventh
and Eighth streets. They disported them-
gelves in the water for a good while, much to
their own satisfuction and delight and to the

ivertisement of ut least a hundred specta-
tors.

Tae Citr Gas-Worgs.—Yesterday after-
noon the City Gas-Works were visited and
inspected for the first time by the new Coun-
cil Committee on Light, and they will here-
after have the genernl management of the
affuirs of this depurtment of the city govern-
ment. The committce was represented by
Messrs, John M. Higgins (chairman), George
L. Chbristian, W. H. Scott, M. L. Sttaus, D,
N. Walker, L. Wazner, aed W. P, M. Kel-
lam, but there were several invited guests
in the party. Among them may be meop-
tioned Mr. McCarthy, of the Inspector’s De-
partment ; Mr. August, sergeant-at-arms of
the City Counecil; Mr. John H. Knowles, su-
perintendent of the Works, and others,

The gentlemen who compozed the inspect-
ingvparty met at the upper works about 5
o’clock, and after having been shown through
the establishment by Mr. Mahoney, the fore-
man, proceeded in carringes to the lowcr
works, where they were received by Mr.
Adams, foreman and clerk, to whom is en-
trusted the very responsible duty of man-
aging and directing the hands, as well a3
performing the clerical duty incident to his
position,

Having vlsited the various departments
there the committee returned to the office
within tbe enclosure, where they expiessed
themselves as being delighted with all they
had scen. And well they might bave been,
for eversthing was found to be in the most
beautitul working order aund the grounds
and buildings as neat and clean as a new
penny. We bave already mentioned [n the
Dispatch the improvements which have been
recently made at the Gas-Works, and need
only say this morping that no city in the
Union, all things considered, can boast of a
better managed gas department or a more
efficient corps of officers to conduet it than
Rrehmond.”

It will be remembered that severnl mem-
bers of the Committee on Light visited West
Virginia last fall with a view of making
some inquiries in regard to the price of coul,
the cost of bringing it to,Richmond, nnd
whetber it would be an advantageous ar-
rangement for the city to purebase and use
the coal from thut section lor gas purposes.
When the committee returned to Richmond
they brought several car-loads of cannel and
other coal which was presented to the com-
mittee, in order that its value aod illumina-
tling power miglt be tested.

The conl presented to the city, together
with other specimens from the viclnity of
Richmond, have been thoroughly tested at
the works with the following result:
